5. With regards to Independent Claim 1 , the Applicant has sufficiently amended and 
claimed a device for filtering light emitted from at least one fluorescent light emitter of a 
type having at least one electrical contact associated therewith, whereby the prior art 
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fails to teach or suggest the combination of structural limitations claimed therein, 
specifically to the transparent sleeve incorporating a filter comprising of an infrared filter 
layer, a color filter layer, whereby the infrared filter layer is located between a plurality of 
protective layers.
